Io this paper I will consider that which 
will tead us onward to Eavter Day's col- 
leetion, not & cent of which is to be given 
to Domestic Mizions because they 


living in the midday light of the Gospel. / 


But every dollar and every cent to be 
conpscerated to the work of Foreign Mis- 
vions—t9o peoples who are enveloped in 
beathen darkness and the regions of slav- 
ery, of polygamy, of cruelty and the 
shadow of death—to dark Africa, where 
meu $cem to be incarnate dettions and 
where women are treated like brutss. 

To change thege people into Christ- 
inns, there is no force, but tne power of 
the Gospel. Therefore, the command of 
the Lord Jezus is, **Go ye into all the 
world and preach the Gogpel to «cyery 
creature.” To the fullest extent of our 
power, we ought to obey, and, inaamuch 
as it cost Him bis beart's blood to bring 
and give it to the world, we cannot give 
too much to conyey the glad tidings to 
the heathen nition © of Africa—to 
the enjoyment of that light which has 
made Europe what she is; America what 
he is—in which we were born--in 
which we live move and have our being, 

My instruvtion to give the entire col- 
lection of Eater Day to tho cause and 
work of mizsions among the beatheo, is 
no viviation of the digciptioery rule 
which can be seen on page 826, pars- 
graph 4, of the Discipline of 1888 (I have 
vot seen that of 1892.) It aays: ©Of all 
the monies thus collected and reported, 
it shall be the privilege of the Confer- 
6: ce to.appropriate sixty per c*nt. for 
the work within ts bounds. The re- 
maiaing forty per cent, «hall be trans- 
mitted at once to the treavury of the 
Parent body.” We now proceed to anal- 
ize the rule 

I. It gives « privilege. 

IL It commands « duty. 

A. The two things differ 
buth in meaning and 8cope. 

B. A privilege is a peculiar benefit, 
adrantage, or favor, a right, or immuni- 
ty not <pjoyed by others, or by all; 
special enjoyment of a good, or exemp- 
tion from an evil or burden. A preroga- 
tive, advantage, frinchise,” Such are the 
definitions which Webster's International 
Dictionary gives and Webster's Iateraa- 
tional is amply custained by ©Orabb's 
Koglish Synonyms.” 

C. A command is an authorative order 
requiring obedience; a mandate, an in- 
junction. See the International Dice: ion- 
ary, Such are . grammatical mean- 
ing of the terms in- the rule of the dis 
cipline. 

Whit are their logical application? 

Answer: The privilege miy be en- 
joyed. or may be neglected by the indi- 
vidual person, or the class of persons, to 
whom-it has been given. . But, the com- 
mand must be obryed, The exercise of 
the privilege is optional, But, the com- 
mand is compulsory, So, the Annual 
Conference can give both the 60 cent. 
and the 49 per cent, in order. The entire 
colltection-of Eaxster Day may be « free 
will offering to the *Rizen Saviour.” 
Onte mores I say in giving this whole free 
will **offering” we do not violats the 
discipline as s0me persons have 8aid, but 
in 80 doing we honor the rule, honor the 
Son; we honor ourselyes. We really 
bonor the Rizen Head of the Church, 
whose teaching is **The liberal soul hall 
be made fat, and he that watereth shall 
be watered himself,” —Proverbs 11:25. 

This divine promise has been literally 
fulfilled in the case of every individual 
who has been liberal in spirit and liberal 
in conduct. For the confirmation of this 
statement I appeal to your personal ex- 
perience, and affirm that never has the

arelf Hon. Frederick Douglazs delivered the 


oration «t the request of Preaident Hyp- 

lite, and his remarks were frequently 
vterrupted by applause. He spoke with 
his usu+l force and energy, and certainly 
the republic which he represmted had 
no cauve for regretting bis selection. He 
said in part : 

*Much bas been eaid of the zavage fe- 
rocity of the warfare waged by the Hai- 
tians against their masters and against 
the French invaders «ent by Bonaparte. 
But impartial history records that every 
act of blood and torture committed by 
the Haitians was more than duplicated 
by the French. History cannot furnis! 
a warrior more bhamane than Touzsaipt 
L'Ouveftare, His motto was **Protection 
to the white colonists end no retaliation,” 
Standing on the heights of Cape Sawans 
he watched the arrival of one of the 
most formidable armies ever sent nagainet 
« ſoc 80 comparatively weak as Haiti 
then appeared. He aw fifty-four pow- 
erful sbips come silently laden with bis 
country's foes to effect = landing. And 
he met the blow without fliaching; and 
he won. The world will never cease 
wondering at the failure of the French 
and the svccess of the blacks. Never 
did there appear « more unequal contest. 
The greatest military captain of the age, 
backed by the most wariike nation in the 
world, had set his heart upon the «abju- 
gation of the despised 20ns of Haiti, He 
spared no pains and hesitated to employ 
v0 means, however revolting, to com- 

his purposze. Though be availed 
himself of blood hounds from. Cuba to 
hant down and devour women aud chil- 
dren; though he practiced fraud, du- 
plicity and murder; though he scorned 
to obverve the rules of civilized warfaze; 
though be sent against poor Haiti his 
well cquipped and skillfully commanded 
army of 50,000 men; though, by a 
treachery the most dishonorable and re- 
volting, the invaders succeeded in captur- 
ing Toussziat and sending him to perish 
ia « French pris6n; though « wasting 
war Folded the country for a doz:u 
years, Haiti was till free, and her s0ns 
would, if necessary, continue the war 
ſor a century. k 

When Bonaparte had done his worst 
the heroic chiefs of Haiti, in the year 
1803, declared her independence, an1 she 
has made good that declaration down to 
1893. Her prevence here to-day in the 
grounds of this World's Columbian Ex 
position is @ - re-affirmaiion of ber ex- 
istence and her independence, and of 
her place among the sisterhood of na- 
tions,”

Fr. Surrn, Ark., Jan. 17th, 1893.

Dear Sir—1 told Brother Ayler, last 
May in New York, that I had four boys 
and would take $50.00 $tock or sbares 
for each of them, und $500 for myzelf 
and wife combined, if the enterprise was 
begun ou business basis.

According to the proposed charter and 
constitution of the big scheme, any com- 
munity can organize « club, provided 100 
shares are taken in each club, and when 
the clubs in « community represeut 1, - 
000 $hares of stock they sball be entitled 
to elect one director. . As 800n as nine 
sach directors have been elected a meet- 
ing of thes» directors for the purpose of 
organizing and chartering the company 
will be called. Phese "Aircetors 
have full charge of the affairs and in- 
crease the capital stock from $100,090 to 
whatever amount may be neceasary to 
put the company on @ firm basis and 
ready for operation, 

The tbcal club will have semi-monthly 
meetings and work towards securing the 
subscriptiou of 1,000 shares at $10 each, 
aſter the accomplishment of which Rev. 
Mr. Johnson will leave for other south 
ern cities to organ'z2 8imilar clubs, 

In « little pamphlet in which Roev. Mr. 
Johnson outlines the plan, he 8ays: 

To open traffic between the Afro- 
American and bis brethren in Africa, to 
ffer = $shorter route between the two 
continents, Americas and Africa, and 
cheapen the fare by half the pregent rate, 
to as8ist in the development of the fu 
ture home (Liberia) of many thousands 
of freedom-loving Afro-Americans; to 
make it possible to see Negro captaios, 
engineers, and scamen on vessels owned 
by Negroes, and Negro presidents, man - 
agers. clerks,  etc., iG mercantile estab- 
lichments owned by Negroes; to teach 
the American Negro the power of or- 
ganizing for race purpozes; to join our 
Liberian brethren in their efforts to make 
it more tolerable for the American Negro 
even if he remains under the *'Stars and 
Stripes,” and believing this the most 
feasible way to bring these things to 
pass, are the only excuses TI have for 
launching this company on the turbid 
waves of the commercial world.”

Tribe in Western Africa. 


Bizhop Fergus, of Cape Palmas, 
z-nds to the Spirit of Mca5jons an interes- 
tiog #ﬆtory of the gradaal reclamation of 
the people around Hoffman Station from 
hesthenism, under the labors of Rev, H. 
©. Merriam and « band of native teach- 
ers. *There are five heathen villages,” 
he 8ays, *'almost contigious and the gos- 
pe! geed has been gown in all those vil- 
ages. Although the returns bave not 
zeemed commensurate with the labor 
spept, still they have been a svfficient en- 
couragement for us to prew on, The 
darkness of heathenisem has not been 
able to withstand the light of Chriztiani- 
ty and civilization, he well known 
»nd beart reding trial by the *a5mn- 
wood” ordeal has been ab lighed by this 
tribe through Christian influence, Last 
year we Succeeded 1n getting them to 
give up the old cu tom of having *doe- 
tors' (demon-men) to make medicine" 
(fetich) to insure the 8uccess of their rice- 
farms; and instead thereof to j in us in 
asking God's blezsing on their work, As 
$00n ns they consented to do this, we in- 
vigted that to +ecure the blessing 85ught, 
they should not work on the Lord's day. 
It was not without considerable hesita- 
tion and a sbarp contention that they 
yielded this point also. A law was made 
by themselves compelling all to observe 
Sunday. — They found that they lost 
nothing by it, but rather, through the 
blessing of God, gained an abundant 
harvest. A day of public thanksgiving 
was observed aſt Tr all bad gathered in 
their crop. But « trying time s0on came 
when » neighboring tribe waged war 
agninst them, Sttrety they must now 
have the best doctors' to *milke medi- 
cine' that they may «ucceed, Again we 
urged the ciaims of Christianity, and 
Showed tkat God could do for them 
what no doctors in the _ world had the 
power to do. They took our adrice and 
gave the demon-men no employment. 
But we must needs follow up our victory, 
and $0 advanced a $tep further, In a 
small encloszure in the Lode of the *bo- 
dio' (high priest)—regarded a most 8a- 
ered spot—was kept the fetich of the 
tribe. They were urged to give them up 
also and thus come out wholly on the 
Lord's side., Thank God, they not only 
yielded that poivt but were further hp- 
duced to repeal their restrictive laws 
with regard t» the bigh priest and his 
wiſe. The gree-grees that were enshrined 
in the bodio's house have been sent to 
me, and I am keeping them as trophies 
of victory. 

It was proposed to them that they 
should raise money among themsel ves by 
a general contribution to purchase «large 
Bible for the tribe to take the place of 
the gree-grees. To my surpris* (aot that 
they consented to bavinog the- book; 
but that they thould vgree 
to paz for 1 themselves, 
everything appertaiaing to the Gospel 
having been a tree gilt heretofore), they 
adopted the proposa}l, and I was recently 
s$ummoned to Bigtown to meet the king 
and chiefs, ia order to receive the col- 
lection which they had made. The king 
said the amount was nvt as much as he 
had wished, for the reason that « volun- 
tary contribution for such an object was 
preferred to an obligatory one, He then 
delivered to me $9.64 in silver coin, 
with the request that I would order 8uch 
« Biblo as I deemed suitable for the pur- 
poze. Although this change alone would 
be sufficient to cause the friends and 
+upporters of the African Misvion to re- 
joice and praise GoJ, there ig, till ſurther 
encouragement. The chiefs requested us 
to build a chapel in their viliage (Big- 
town), and for the purpose gave us A 
spot right ia front of the bigh priest's 
house #nd only- a few yards from it, 
where sacrifices had been regularly offer- 
ed to the devil, Here the acrifice of 
praise and th inksgiving is henceforth to 
be offered to the true -+ud living God,”

MISSIONARY WALTER T, CURRLIE'S 
EX PERIENCES 


Teacher, Physlcian and Arbitrator 
in the Kingdom of Bihe-- Winning 
OverRulers, Priests and People-- 
Sukn, the Bilhean Jehovah and 
Kundandu, His Minor Defſty-- 
Many Glorious Conquests 
Made for Jens. 


Nearly even years have elapsed since 
Walter Thomas Currie, a young and en- 
thusiastic missionary went to Africa, ac- 
companied by his devoted wife, to carry 
the Goapel meazage to the heathen. 
They went out under the nuvpices of the 
Canadian Mizsionary Society, an organi- 
zation belonging to the Congregational 
denomination, and which operates in the 
mixsion field through the American 
Board of Commissioners of Foreign Mis- 
$ons. The kingdom of Bibe, in Weat 
Africa, #outh of the equator, was chosen 
as their field of labor. Sometime prev- 
ious, the Portuguese had driver the mis- 
sionarics out of the Bibe country, but the 
quarrel which resalted in their expulsion 
had been bealed, matters were arranged 
on a basis that permitted work to be 
reeumed, and the board had called for 
missjonaries. 

Mr. and Mrs, Currie landed at Bengu- 
ela on the Lower Guinea const in July, 
1885, and stopped there six weeks, dur- 
ing which they acquired $ome slight ac- 
quaintance with the language, While 
there, Mr. Currie was attacked by 
fever, and his wife was prostrated with 
bronchitis. On recovery, they proceed- 
ed two hundred rriles inland - to Bai- 
lundu, where the American board has a 
mission in charge of Mr. Stover and wife. 
The latter were among the missjionaries 
expelled by the Portugese, and had only 
lately returned and settled in their sta- 
tion when Mr.”-Currie arrived. 

Mr. Currie's story of his experiences 
during the years— that followed, is 0 
graphic and interesting that we give it 
as he himself bas related it. 

At Bailundu the energies of the new- 
comers were devoted to learning the lan- 
guage more perfectly and also to explor- 
ing the gurrounding country for the pnr- 
pose of choosing an available ite for « 
new tation. Aﬀter a few months they 
vet out with two boys, five carriers and « 
horve, on the journey inlaud. The jour- 
ney occupied two months, the travelers 
resting at night either in's tent which 
they carried as baggage or in the hut of 
$0me friendly native, 

At Bailundu the chief received us cor- 
dialtly. © He gave us an audience for the 
following day after our arrival, and wheu 
we went he was intoxicated, but insisted 
on holding a conference, He 8et his men 
on one side and my boys on the other. 
He made a great «peech and then wanted 
me to dance with him, and on my declin- 
log to do 80, he proposed to show me 
around his viilages. He had no horse 
nor hammock, but he called two of his 
Slaves and he got on the back of one and 
[ on the other, and 80 we went around 
his district. They were carriers 
who were acoustomed to pretty heavy 
loads and they bore us very well, Wo 
stayed at Bailyndu two years and spent 
our time studying the language, talking 
with the” people, and preachin g when- 
ever we could, I chose finally, uz site at 
Cissmba, 125 miles inland from Bajlundu, 
and on = high plateau. There the chief 
gave us welcome and ground for a cabin 
which bis men built for us afterward. 
[t was eleven feet by s[xteen, made of 
boughs driven int» the ground and the 
«paces between filled with mud, which 
quickly dries in that climate, There 
was neither window nor chimney and 
the fire had to be Kindled in the middle 
of the room, while the emoke found its 
way through the roof. The people at 
Cisambe wanted to scll me ivory, india- 
rubber, bees wssx and slaves. When l 
reſuged they were $urpriced and wanted 
to know what I had come for if not for 
trade. TI told them I came to teach the 
boys. The chief, Kapoko, died at the 
age of 84, The Biheans bave no system 
of chronology and no way of fixing dates 
except by certain-events, such as the jour- 
neys of white travelers there. They are 
great traders | and very intelligent, and 
were visited by Cameron, Araot, Pinto 
and Livingston, who, in their explors- 
tions, followed the roads which these Bi- 
heans had constructed, 

**At first the children were afraid to 
come to be taught; they thought I would 
make them slaves, It is very difficult to 
overcome the suspicion of these pon 
They were even afraid to piant the Seed 
which we got for them lest & curse should 
come on the country, Beeides, they 
$aid they did not want us to teach the 
children to read or write; they could 
keep the words in their hearts, and not like 
as, bave to put them on paper in order to 
remember. TI convinced them that I was 
their friend, and I formed & school of 
tiſty boys, not one of * whom has, since 
being under my care, drunk beer, danced 
at their festivals, or joined in any of the 
ſetich rites common in "the country. 
There religion is a development of fet- 
ichism; they employ charms to ward off 
romeoces rain; to protect them in war 
and on journeys and to cure disecasecs, 
They worship Suky, an invisible god, 
who they believe made the earth. They 
have « small building which serves as a 
temple, and they consecrate & priest to 
the gervice of .@ minor god, whom they 
call Kunduady, aud also a woman to act 
as & prophetess. At « certain part of 
the religious scrvice, @ man mounts on & 
cron and utters certain words which are 
accepted as oracular—the voice of the 
minor deſty, A field is get apart for 
Kunduadn, and be receives the produce 
of it, «nd sacrifices of gots and pigs are 
also offcred to him, They 46 not offer 
a lamb or a dove, because they regard 
them os stupid, since they. go to the 
altar without a cry | They prefer 
something that will make a nolse and at- 
tract the attention of Kunduadu. Their 

deity, bowever, is Suku, whom 
believe to be cuperior to Kunduadu 


in fact to 
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"At Cieambs we held our services in 
the open air, and when the wet acagon 
came we occupied a amall builting ent 
out from Canads by « family who wished 
it to #tand as a memorial of « young man 
who intended to give his life to the mis- 
Sionary work, but who died before be 
could. come ont. When I go back, 1 
shall put Up = much building in 
memory of my wife, who died while we 
wers at Bailundu., Those who profeuzed 
Christ before I left write to me regularly, 
atating how they are progreaviag and 
hoping I will s00n return to organize « 
church and go with them to preach is 
other villages.” 

Mr. Currie will return to Bibe next 
spring. His miasion stxtion at Cigamba 
is in the centre of « large number of vil- 
lages PRs by «ome of the most intel- 
ligent and enterpriving traders in Africa, 
who go far into the 1nterior for slaves, 
ivory and rubber, He was three years at 
Cizamba, and during most of the time 
bis only helpers were the black boys who 
accompanied him from Bailundu. For 
months at « time he did not sco a white 
face nor speak & word of Eoglich. His 
two Christian lads stood by bim without 
a murmur. 

Mr. Currie was born in Toronto, Can. 
After leaving the public schools he served 
an pgrentiondly as & wood-worker. 
Reading the record of Livingstone's work 
in Africa he became imbued with the 
mig*sionary spirit and decided to go to 
the Dark Continent and work for Christ. 
After his conversl0n he engaged in mis- 
slonary work in Toronto and 
bims-I1f for colleges, He was xs 
from the McGill University and the Ca- 
nadian Congregational eological Col- 
lege at Montreal, His wife was « niece 
of Dr, H. Wilkes, Into principal of the 
Canadian Congregational College, and 
was a lady of refinement and culture, and 
her consecration to the cause of Ubrist 
was complete. Her fellow-miasionarios 
«poke of her-us ©the gontle, - lovable 
woman,” and though but « short time 
among them, she 1s «till «Fectionately 
referred to by the natives of Bihe.

my arrival at home from the United 


S:ates, I wrote you, which letter I hope 
by this time ,you have received. My 
whole time sie» then has been epent in 
gathering up the loose ends here and 
there in my work. TI have just returned 
home from « visit to the Maybelly Mis- 
Sion, I am 80 thankful that I have been 
able to visit all our mission «tation since 
my return, and this is the last, and I 
am £0 happy to inform you that every- 
where the work scem3 hopeful. At May- 
belly, we had & considerable amount of 
anxiety caused by 80m? white miggionaries 
from the **Americau Foudou Mis- 
Sion,” who went there during 
my abgence, and was actually 
trying to overturn our work in spite of 
all, They were told that we had already 
settled there. The king has however, 
since my return made them to understand 
clearly their position, aud to let them 
know that the country has already boon 
given to us and promiged to give them pro- 
tection if they will go beyond to the ex- 
trems last of his territory, This will 
«$how how much we stand in need of 
workers to grapple hold of the work that 
has been given . to us to do by the great 
Head of Mission. _Ab,. what a responsi- 
bility. ! 

Our late visit to the mizsion at Ro- 
manga vn the Small Scarcer's is & mem- 
orable one 1a the history of our mission, 
We have vince the estabiishment of this 
mission been laboring and praying for the 
conversion of the king Bey Ingab. 

The Lord has answered our prayers 
and rewarded our labors. Sunday, 4th 
inst., we peat cn that work. The king 
was not well on that day, and could not 
attend service as usnal when I went there, 
$0 we notified him that we will preach at 
his court in the aſternoon, and asked bim 
to aszemble bis p:ople—as many as cou'd 
attend —to hear the word of God. 

Accordingly, a large gathering aszem 
bled at 4 p. m, The power of the Holy 
Ghost was wonderfully experienced all 
during the meeting, and the old king, 
with others, trembled under His influ- 
ence, Immediately, as I closed the verv- 
ice, he came forward voluntarily and put 
his hand in mine, exclaiming: **T am 
for Jesus!”” A rueh was mads for 
the place where we a#tood, and nine 
others followed the example of the king, 
owning Jesus as their King. The whole 
place became a Bochim on that occasion ; 
tears mingled with thankasgiving of praisec 
to. Almighty God for his wonderfu] 
works 'among the heathen, The King 
was called to meet the Governor of Sierra 
Leone, and the next day he left for Free- 
town, and wo all came together, I have 
been regularly visitiog kim during his 
stay here, and he is still firm in the faith 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, I hope in 
gome future day to baptize him in the 
name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 
Our expectations;are fealized now, for 
we are sure that « large number of his 
s$ubj-cts will tollow his example, 
and ere long that whole country 
will be conquered for Jegus. The 
Mohammedans are trembliag at the tri- 
umphs of the Gospel. They have lost 
their strongest support and their strong- 
bold is shaken, Praize the Lord! There 
has als0 been & great awakening at Taim- 
ray on the Seine river, where Brother 
Newland is stationed and & good many 
conversions have taken places, We need

And the four pestors, about whom we 
are particulsrly refering, have never 
aeot « tickle to the Mizsjionary Depart- 
ment since they breathed the breath of life. 
Rev. G. G. Yreeland, now either io 
Africa or on his way there, and Rev. A. 
L, Ridgel, who will accompany us to 
Africa, have both raized their own trav- 
ing expenses without a dime from the 
Miasionary Department. Any man, who 
will oppose, fight, stultiſy, dixcournge or 
try to throw stumbling blocks in the way 
of the Mizsionvsry Department of his own 
Church, is an enemy to God; a foe to bis 
connection, and a shark upon the people 
he ecrvess We had rather be « horse 
thief than &« missionary iconoclast. If 
our Church will furnish Dr. Derrick and 
Bishop Turner with a little money, «s it 
is abundantly able to do, it will goon see 
what can and will be done. 


STEAM BABY FOR MISSIONS. 


A tiny missionary veasel is being fitted 
out in San Francisco by the American 
Board of Foreign Miszions of Bogston. 
She is the Hiram Bingham, and her <- 
mensions are: Length 50 feet, beam 14 
feet and bold six feet. She is intended 
for work among the Gilbert Is}ands, and 
ber 8ize will enable her to carry mis-ion- 
aries into all the «mall lagoons and har- 
bors where the miesionary brig, **'Morn- 
ing Star,” canodt find water enough. 


This is just what we want for our mis- 
sionaries in Africa. Previdiag Elder 
Frederick peeds just such « little veasel 
to ply up and down the Roquelle River, 
the Scarcies River, the Sherbro Bay and 
other streams where our missionaries are 
vow at work, and others could be put to 
work, if we had such « veasel. And an- 
other is needed in Liberia for the $t. 
Paul River, Stockton Creek, Mesurado 
River, St. John River and other «mall 
navigable streams, Even a «maller steam 
veazel than this could be made 
profitable, - and we ares oure auch 
veanels could be made velf-zup- 
porting as well as serve our miggionaries. 
Such a baby steamer could be procured 
for a thousand dollars, twelve hundred at 
most, and we have two or three dozen 
churches, over here which could raise 
that amount on any Sabbath they would 
zolect, and never feel it+ and at the same 
time carry on their own expenses, meet 
their own debt and be icfioitely more 
happy. It would pay some of our large 
churches, to iovest twelve hundred dol- 
lars iu such a misslonary stermer ; for the 
paasenger traffic up and dowo the rivers 
above named, would pay all the money 
back and an additional percentage for 
years to come. 

There would be no difficulty, however, 
in working the people ug to it if our 
ministry would lead off for the lay mem- 
herabip of our connection is far alead of 
our ministry. 


THE OPPORTUNITY NOT GONE. 


At the General Conference in Balti- 
more, in 1884, Bishop Brown preached 
the quadrennial sermon. He digcussed 
nz subj&t requiring great rezearch and 
learning to bandle.

One thing, however, 
was accompliazhed; z great boom was 
provided which, if « majority of our 
episcopates had the courage to accept, 
they could till put this million of dol- 
lars behind it annually, withiu ' the next 
three months. Bishop Brown may die 
before it is accomplished, but the thing 
will be actualized yot. He will be bonor- 
ed and blersed in bis grave, for what he 
was contemned and denounced, while 
living. It was the grandest boon, favor 
and opportunity ever offered to a Chris 
tian church since time began, We »pit 
upon the band that was extended to 
bless us, Absorption was not thought 
of then, nor is it thought of yet. A 
great river merely wanted channel 


of life into the barren ranks of ſamigsh- 
ing millions; but we stupidly rejected 
tbe proffer, and reſuse to do it ourselves.

Tux early days of & migzionary's ex- 
perience of life inthe field of his labors 
are always a time of interest, as he gces 
for the first time the city and ple 
among whom -be is to work. is is 
eapecially 80 iti a laod tiks Cores, which 
prevents x0 marked a contrast to our 
own country in almost ev-ry character- 
iatic. It is, therefore, interesting to 
read in « letter from Seoul to the Pres- 
byterian Board. the first impressions of 
the R-v, 8, F. Moore, who®had jast 
arrived there when he wrote, THe mys: 
**The beathenitsm of Korea is more uos- 
dulterated, the climue more invigorat- 
ing, than we had expected. Tucsday 
noon, with the inrotting tide, we *teamed 
up the River Han, After an hour's 
tramp through the wuburban otrects 
(ﬆtreot is hardiy the word, as in 2ome of 
them one can etand in the centre and 
touch the wall on either ide with the 
elbows) we came to the gate, The gates 
clove at eight o'clock, and the penalty 
for opening them to « tardy stranger 15 
decypitation. A emall hole at the bot- 
tom allows the dogs (privileged charac- 
ters in Korea) to come and go at all 
hours. Biby Brown was the only one 
of our party small- enough and bumble 
enough to enter through the dog hole. 
The rest of us, with the aid of « rope let 
down from above, scaled the twenty foot 
wall without much difficulty, as there 
are many crevices, which anawer for 
foot boids, The six days of waiting in 
Yokohama were a ort of i6troduction to 
Oriehtalism., We spent one day at Kam- 
akurs where we saw the great Dai Butzu 
—one of the largest images of Buddha in 


the world, ninety-seven feet in circum 


ference. The image, like Buddhbizm is 
hollow, and we went inside and climbed 
up to the top of the t bronze cast- 
ing. We $xw « pilgrim worshipping 
there, and .n the temple at Tokio we zaw 
the people throw their money into the 
box, clap their hands to attract the gods' 
attention and then kneel muttering 
prayers, & million heathen in that one 
city alone, and « handful of misslonaries! 
Truly the barvest is great and the labor- 
ers are few!”

The much-referred-to intelligence of 
the Scotch collie, which is a sort of first 
counin of the Ezquimazx dog, is nadoubt- 
edly even s by that of his Arctic 
relative, Some of the eharacteristics of 
the Ezquiman draft dog are almost in- 
credible. Any one who has observed 
them flads it difficult to deny him the 
credit of reazoning power. TI had one 
dog which persisted in feigning lame- 
ness or sickneass in order to #hirk duty. 
He would suddenly begin to limp dread- 
fully and look back at his driver with s 
most pitiable expreazion. He $ucceeded 
zeveral times in arouzing my sympathy 
and being xeleased from the harness un- 
til one of my Ezquimauz asured me that 
it was all trickery. After that I pan- 
ished him whenever he tried to sbirk, 
and in every caze it would be days be- 
fore any sign of lameness would be een. 
He had « trick of slipping out of the 
barness, in which be was an expert, and 
made his excape from the ropes in « 
a manngr which would make a spiritual- 
isdic mediua green with envy. This 
qog, through shirking his work, bad in- 
curred the enmity of the rest of the team, 
and they rezented repeatedly bis unwill- 
ingness to meet his part of the team's 
obligations. I um bim geveral times 
from the fierce onslaught of his col- 
leagues aſter he had run away from the 
s{ed. 


A good Exquiman leader dog is a won- 


der of intelligence. He is not guided | 


by line or whip, but merely by words 
and- motions of the hands, If, when the 
team is rapidly moving, be be #uldenly 
called upon to halt, it #tands to reazon 
that if he stopped abruptly the rest of 
the team and the gled would run over 
him, or would become entangled in = 
marl. He, therefore, when commanded 
to halt, makes « curve to the right or 
left and faces to the rear, moving slowly 


until the sled can be stopped. He then | 


looks with bright eyes at the commander, 
waiting orders, and a motion of his band 
zaffices to make him change the direc- 
tion in which the outfit is going. The 
leader, at least in ome instances I have 
»bserved, is extremely proud of his re- 
zpansibility, and, as a congcquence, 
maintains an exclusive demeanor toward 
bis colleagues, He wleeps by bimself 
and growls when approached by what be 
cousiders his inferior. It is customary 
to feed him ceparately and encourage 
him in his vyanity, and it is « convren- 
tioaal rule never to submit him to phys- 
ical punishment. 

The worst punshment that can be in 
flicted upon a conscientious leader dog 
is to reduce him to tbe ranks, and his 
abject demea 10r as he sorrowſully slinks 
slong with his tail between his legs is 
almost heartrending. On the other hand, 
the dog that bas been promoted at once 
asSumes «a veif-conscious atrut. The 


old adage that dog will not eat dog | 
was proven repeatedly on my trip. | 


On one occasion = dog received no 
food for nearly five days brcause we had 
through the bungling of a lying guide 
underestimated the length of a march 
and hed run out of the supply of dried 
$1lmon, which forms the ole diet of the 
Exquimau dog. In 4 usequence we lost 
half a dozen of our taithful animals by 
Starvation, « trial which to me was more 
agonizing than ay personal suffering. I 
never aaw during this period of misery a 
single Sign shown by any one of the 
team to eatisfy his cravings upon the 
body of his fellow. 

Fidelity is the chief virtue of the 
Esquimau dog. 
when crippled by starratiou and over 


work, hai to be abandoned because he 


refused to be carried on the sled. I left 
him bebind, feeling as if I were tearing 


myself away from a dear friend, but bs- | 


fore we continued our way I gave him 
the last fiah we had, depriving ourselves 
of that much food, Taree days after- 
ward, while we were encamping at the 
Esquimau village. of Kabonak, the dog 
reached us, having followed our trail 
with bleeding feet and emaciated body 
for eighty-five miles, forty<five of which 
consi ted of crowing the surface of the 
great Lake Iliamna in & **poorgs” (1 
rather exaggerated species of blizzard).

The Digger Indians. 


A ſew weeks ago I bad my first intro 
| duction to « tribe of Digger Indians, 
{living as they have lived for centuries, 
| in huts made of tules, which offer about 
[ns much-protection as a hut made of 
| Columbia County cornstalks, writes © 
| correspondent of the Troy (N. Y.) Tims: 
| from San Diego, Cal. Having read 
| Mrs. Helen Hunt Jackson's ** Ramona,” 
| I hoped to wee come idealistic dusky 
| maidens of the Ramona type—maidens 
beautiful, both mentally and physically. 
The damsel first introdu-ed was one hua- 
| dred and twenty-eight years old. She 
| was gnawing « bunk of raw meat as «be 
sat 0n sﬆtraw beaide ber hut. This senor- 
| ita was too much interested in beet just 
| then to talk much. Her black eye was 
full of fire, but the sKiu of face and body 
resembled shriveled leather and beto- 
| kened great age. They were all of « 
Kind, these men and women. In body 
they resemble Australian buzhmen. They 
| have flat noses, thick lips, dark skins, 
and lesz mental development than Ethi- 
opians. Toeir natural way of life before 
mizsionarſes came was to eat vermin, 
live in holes and 1ncase themselves in 
mud. For the cake of the country's 
bonor it is gratifying that ethnologists 
class these people apart from the North 
American ladian, Humboldt included 
them in the dregs of bumanity auch as 
the inhabitants of Van Diemen's Lavd, 
The Catholic priests, however, bare 
accomplisbed excellent revsults educating 
; the young Indians. Low as the Diggers 
are they believe in « superior being «ad 
revered « phantom called Chinigchinich, 
| believing that this specter. lived among 
the stars and dispensed justice. He was 
their creator aad guide. In eartier days 
every village had «a rough temple, in 
; which the god was reprezented by « 
coyote «kin stuffed with feathers, talons, 
| claws and beaks. The Diggers steal and 
| drink fire water. Whisky is killing the 
| Diggers. The white men have wrested 
| their lands from them, introduced deadly 
vices, and as & rale care naught for these 
| natives. In this connection it was 
| almost ludicrous last Decoration Day to 
watch a party of Indian school children, 
with flowers in hand, standiag beside a 
veteran's grave, at a signal from the good 
priest in charge sing: 
My country, 'cis of thee, 
Linl of ths noble free, etc, 
And from another point of view it was 

extremely pathetic.

It is now true that the Continent of 
Africa is to lie for eight days before a 
Columbian avembly next summer, The 
fact was made the themes of « pamphlet 
in November last. The exsay was writ- 
ten by Mr. F, P. Noble, of the Newberry 
Library of this city, In those eight days 
eminent men from many parts of the 
world and from Africa itself are to state 
«ll the aad and joyful facts in the great 
ca8e, and are to outline some policy for 
civilization to adopt and pursue, Africa 
is three times as large as all of Europe, 
three times as large as our republic, it is 
one-fifth of all the land on the globe, 
and yet it Has been the historic scene of 
dezolation” and the place whither the 
Obristians have repaired when they 
wiahed to contradict every tenching of 
their Divine Manter. It hs sustained 
200, 000, 000 of blacks whose ignorance 
made a market for rum and whoge poy-
